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Legislative decisions highlight Councils meeting 



Decisions on the legislation to be 
sponsored or not sponsored by the 
NCAA Council at the 1986 NCAA 
Convention dominated the October 
14-16 meeting of the Council in New 
Orleans. 

One of the major decisions in that 
regard, however, was delayed. The 
Division I Steering Committee and 

Interpretations 

of football 
rules issued 

In order to provide for more effi- 
cient officiating, administration and 
coaching, the NCAA Football Rules 
Committee recently issued to colle- 
giate commissioners and officiating 
organizations a series of bulletins that 
are designed to clarify rules in the 
1985 NCAA Football Rules and In- 
terpretations. 

The committee's latest bulletin em- 
phasizes Rule 3-1-1, which states that 
the coin toss shall be made at midfield 
three minutes before the scheduled 
starting time. There are no exceptions 
to the rule, and NCAA Bylaw 3-5 
requires member institutions to con- 
duct all games under official football- 
playing rules of the Association. 

The committee also clarified provi- 
sions for a referee's discretionary 
timeout due to crowd noise. When 
Rule 3-3-f-4 cannot be implemented 
for any reason, the referee may sus- 
pend the game temporarily under 
Rule 3-3-3-b, which states: "When the 
game is stopped by actions of a per- 
sons) not subject to the rules, or for 
any other reasons not in the rules, and 
cannot continue, the referee shall: I. 
suspend play and direct the players to 
their team area; 2. refer the problem 
to those responsible for the game's 
management, and 3. resume the game 
when he determines conditions are 
satisfactory." 

In another bulletin, the committee 
clarified provisions of Rule 1-4-5-c 
regarding knee braces. The committee 
revised the rule to read: "Therapeutic 
or preventive knee braces shall be 
worn under the pants. The section of 
the knee brace below the pants shall 
be covered from direct external expo- 
sure." 

Other rules clarifications or revi- 
sions issued in the bulletins included: 

• Rule 2-4-1 Contact in the back 
is an illegal block that is clipping and 
not illegal use of the hands or arms. 
Penalty: 15 yards. 

• Rule 7-2- 1 -b The rule should 
be deleted. Rules governing snapping 
and backward passes arc covered in 
Rule 7 1 3 c 1. 

• Rule 9-3-4-c- Defensive players 
may ward off or push an eligible pass

the Council authorized NCAA Presi 
dent John R. Davis to communicate 
with the Division I leadership of the 
NCAA Presidents Commission re- 
garding possible modifications of By- 
law 5- 1 fj >, which is scheduled to go 
into effect for Division I institutions 
August I, 1986. 

The Division I Steering Committee 



discussed the modifications lor a lim- 
ited eligibility index as proposed by 
the Commission, as well as other 
means of modifying the bylaw in 
January, but no final action was taken 
by the Council pending Davis' com- 
munication with the Commission. 

As a result of the Council's position, 
the Commission's proposal for a lim-

ited eligibility index, which was an- 
nounced in the October 7 issue of The 
NCAA News, met the terms of the 
resolution (Proposal No. 25) adopted 
by the Convention in January. That 
resolution said a proposed modifica- 
tion must be announced to the mem- 
bership not later than October 15, 
1985. 

The Council and/ or Commission 
may determine alternative or addi- 
tional proposals prior to the Novem- 
ber I deadline for submission of legis- 
lation, and any six NCAA member 
institutions also can submit proposals 
to modify Bylaw 5- 1 -(j) in accordance 
with that deadline. 

In other actions regarding Conven- 
tion legislation, the Council decided 
not to sponsor proposals in two highly 
publicized areas: 

• The proposed mandatory com- 



pliance program lor member confer- 
ences in Division I will not be spon- 
sored in January. The Division I 
Steering Committee discussed several 
concerns regarding the requirements 
of the program and voted not to 
support it. 

• Legislation to eliminate all mul- 
tid I vision-classification opportunities 
in the Association will not be spon- 
sored by the Council in January, 
largely due to the fact that the Presi- 
dents Commission has requested a 
study of all ramifications of the in- 
creasing federation within the NCAA 
structure, including classification and 
championships issues. 

The Council specified that it re- 
mains interested in the concept of 
doing away with multidivision classi- 
fication but prefers to work with the

Restrictions placed on 
interpretations requests 



In an attempt to assure more effi- 
cient handling of requests for inter- 
pretations of NCAA legislation, the 
NCAA Council has approved a new 
policy restricting the number of indi- 
viduals from member institutions and 
conferences who can submit such 
requests. 

Effective with this circularization 
to the membership in The NCAA 
News, only the chief executive officer, 
f aculty athletics representative, direc- 
tor of athletics and primary woman 
administrator ol athletics programs 
at a member institution will be per- 
mitted to request interpretations from 
the Association's legislative services 
department. 

Requests from conference offices 
will be accepted from the conference 
commissioner and one other desig- 
nated conference staff member. 

NCAA President John R. Davis 
said the staff of the legislative services 
department has been directed not to 
respond to requests lor interpretations 
from any other individuals at member 
institutions and conferences. 

"Discussions with members of the 
Collegiate Commissioners Associa- 
tion indicated a desire to streamline 
the interpretations process so they 
can be issued more quickly and more 
consistently," Davis said. 

In addition to reducing the number 
of telephone requests for interpreta- 
tions many of which are repetitive 
or otherwise not necessary the new 
policy also will enhance institutional 
control of athletics programs by as- 
suring that athletics administrators 
and/ or faculty representatives are 
aware ol their institutions' requests 
for interpretations. 

"We also encourage the use of the 



conference otlice for interpretations," 
Davis said. "Conferences that prefer 
to perform that service for their 
members should notify the legislative 
services department so that desire can 
be honored whenever possible." 

William B. Hunt, assistant execu- 
tive director for legislative services, 
sal'' th» der>art.Trn! receive;, dr. aver- 
age of 250 to 300 telephone calls for 
interpretations each day during the 
workweek. 

The new policy was approved by 
the NCAA Administrative Committee 
in a special meeting October 14 and 
affirmed by the Council in its New 
Orleans meeting October 16.

Member institutions join catastrophic insurance plan in record numbers 



Final figures reveal that 203 NCAA 
member institutions enrolled in the 
Association's first lifetime cata- 
strophic injury insurance program for 
19X5-86, the best participation that 
the NCAA has received in any insur- 
ance program. 

The 203 institutions represent more 
than 25 percent of the Association's 
membership. Of the 203 enrolled, 92 
are Division I institutions. 

"We had been shooting for 200 
institutions the first year, and we 
accomplished that goal," said Richard 



D. Hunter, NCAA director of finance. 
" These totals reconfirm the need for a 
program of this type, and we are 
looking forward to continual growth 
in the future." 

The NCAA lifetime catastrophic 
injury insurance program provides 
disability benefits and lifetime medical 
and rehabilitation benefits to any 
male or female student-athlete re- 
presenting a participating institution. 
The program is designed to cover 
catastrophic injury costs that exceed 
the limits of regular athletics accident 



medical coverage in either dollar 
amount or benefit period, provided 
the deductible amount is reached. 

Although the deadline for the 1 985- 
86 year has passed and final figures 
have been released, institutions still 
can enroll in the program any time 
during the 1985-86 year, with coverage 
effective on the date the premium is 
received, according to Thomas I". 
Wilson Jr., vice-president of the col- 
lege division of American Sports Un- 
derwriters, Inc., the administrator of 
the plan. Wilson noted that the pre- 
mium amount would be the same.

In addition, the Association offers 
a basic athletics accident medical 
insurance program, which includes 
an accidental death and dismember- 
ment provision and covers medical 
expenses up to a maximum of $25,000 
per occurrence. That is where the 
catastrophic program begins. 

Hunter said that response to the 
basic medical plan also has been 
favorable, even though the program 
was not available until late July. 
More than 40 institutions have en- 



rolled thus tar. 

"These numbers reflect the sound- 
ness of the program and indicate that 
it is priced competitively," Hunter 
said. "We are pleased with the first 
year of this program thus far."

Melvin Belli once was accused on a 
radio talk show of being an "ambu- 
lance chaser." The flamboyant attor- 
ney took exception to the judgmental 
description of his calling and seized 
the public forum to set the record 
straight. 

"I don't chase ambulances," Belli 
said. "I always get there ahead of 
them." 

Ours is a litigious society. That's 
legal talk for meaning that we are a 
nation given to suing one another at 
the drop of a hat. Folks don't talk to 
one another nowadays. We pay law- 
yers to do that for us. Sometimes, you 
get the feeling that life is quickly 
becoming one big people's court, 
Judge Wopner presiding. 

In 1978, a Boulder, Colorado, man 
sued his parents for $350,000. The 
suit alleged that in neglecting his 
needs for food, shelter, clothing and 
psychological support, the man's 
mother and father were guilty of 
"malpractice of parenting." 

Elsewhere, a Bristol, Connecticut, 



high school girl sued her gym teacher 
after she broke a finger trying to catch 
a pop fly in a school Softball game. 
The suit claimed that her teacher not 
only failed to instruct her in the act of 
catching, but also failed to warn her 
of the inherent dangers in playing the 
outfield. 

Now comes the Texas Christian 
University case. Jim Wacker is told 



the team pending the completion of 
an NCAA investigation into the TCU 
football scandal. If Wacker or TCU 
refuses to allow the players to rejoin 
the team, the attorney says he may 
seek legal options. 

To quote Mr. Slim Pickens in "Blaz- 
ing Saddles": "Whut in th' wide, wide 
world of sports is goin' on here?"

that seven of his players were illegally 
recruited and that they accepted cash 
from boosters. Confronted by the 
coach, each player, according to uni- 
versity officials, confessed complicity 
in violating NCAA rules. Wacker 
immediately dismissed said players 
from the team, which is the coach's 
prerogative and, if you ask me, his 
responsibility as well. 

So what happens? 

Four of the players retain legal 
counsel. Their lawyer says he will 
seek to have his clients reinstated on

"The football scandal at Texas Christian University has 
a sufficient supply of villains, most of them masquerading 
as boosters and administrators. For victims, though, how 
about the seven kids who were tossed off" the team? 

"There will be no attempt here to paint the TCU seven 
as heroes. Accepting money to play college sports is 
wrong. They had to know that. But waving bunches of 
bucks under the noses of impressionable 17-year-old kids 
seems a lot worse. 

"The boosters most likely are alumni cheerleaders, a 
universal euphemism for trouble. They stick their two 
cents worth well, actually, lots more into collegiate 
athletics programs and when the bottom falls out, they 
bare their souls, apologize for their misdemeanors and go 
back about their business. 

" The administrators are red-faced and promise reform. 
The games and the revenues that big-time sports programs

routinely generate continue, though, regardless of any 
potential NCAA penalties. 'We're terribly embarrassed 
by all this,' the university says, 'but we're clean now. And 
by the way, tickets for Saturday's game — at the usual 
prices are on sale at the stadium box office.' The kids, 
however, are told to take a walk. Thank you for the blocks 
you threw, the tackles you made, the yards you gained. 
Now, get lost."

"And when, on occasion, as in the TCU case, the 
system is exposed for all to see, lew profess to see it even 
then. Witness the singular lack of commentary or expres- 
sions of condemnation or concern from university presi- 
dents or athletics directors — or any range of self-professed 
moral American leaders."

school placed on NCAA probation (it 
will happen to TCU, make no mis- 
take), is dismissed from the team but 
kept on full scholarship, and then 
turns around and attempts to be 
rejoined with the teammates he be- 
trayed and play alongside them, buy- 
ing time, as it were, until the NCAA 
completes its inquiry, which could 
take several weeks, even months. 

Do these players seriously believe 
the NCAA will exonerate them? Every 
TCU athlete signed an NCAA stu- 
dent-athlete statement of eligibility 
form at the beginning of the school 
year. That document reads, in part: 

"To the best of my knowledge, I am 
eligible for athletics participation un- 
der these (NCAA) regulations and I 
was not recruited contrary to NCAA 
regulations by my institution or any 
representatives of its athletics inter- 
ests. 

"I understand that under the provi- 
sions of Constitution 3-6-(a) and 3-9- 
(d), I may jeopardize my eligibility to 
participate in intercollegiate athletics 
competition by falsely or erroneously 
signing this certification statement." 



What is the basis for legal action? 
Do the players seeking reinstatement 
feel they were deprived of due process? 
Are they saying they were naively 
unaware that accepting money was a 
serious offense? 

Wacker simply did what he said he 
would do. When players admitted 
breaking the rules, the coach acted 
without regard to race, creed, color or 
how alumni might view the wholesale 
dismissals, which have crippled the 
TCU team severely. 

The players seeking reinstatement 
don't appear to have a legal leg to 
stand on. Wacker will not reverse his 
decision. You can bet on that. But 
even if by some turn of legal events 
these four did get their purple uni 
forms back, what kind of victory 
would that be? Wacker would not 
play them, and nowhere does it say he 
would have to. 

So what are these guys doing with 
a lawyer? I can't imagine what they 
realistically hope to profit from their 
course of action, other than to find 
pleasure in harassing a coach who did 
what he had to do.

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Only four teams unbeaten, untied in Division I-A

Only four undefeated, untied Divi- 
sion I-A teams now remain after five 
teams were jolted from the perfect 
ranks October 19. 

The odds are that at least one of the 
lour — Iowa, Penn State, Air Force 
and Bowling Green — still will be per- 
fect going into the bowls. 

Why can wc say this? Well... the 
last time there were no perfect records 
in regular season in Division I-A was 
almost 50 years ago — in 1936, to be 
exact. 

Since 1936, there were just seven 
seasons in which there were no per- 
fect-record teams after the bowls. It 
has become rather common recently, 
though, with four such seasons in the 
last eight. 

In six of those seven seasons, the 
only perfect-record team was beaten 
in a bowl — Tulsa after the 1942 sea- 
son, Maryland (1953), Wyoming 
(1967), Texas (1977), Penn State 
(1978) and Georgia (1982). After the 
1983 season, there were two- Ne- 
braska and Texas and both lost in 
bowls. 

Iowa's schedule toughest 

Among the four perfect-record 
teams, Iowa has played the toughest 
schedule at .625. Its six opponents 
were 1 5-9 against other I-A foes when 
not playing Iowa. Bowling Green is 
next at .607 but its remaining I-A foes 
are only .273. Air Force's remaining 
schedule is first at .638, starting with 
6- 1 Utah October 26 and including 6- 
1 Brigham Young November 16. 
Iowa's remaining schedule is next at 
.615, including Ohio State and Min- 
nesota, both now 5-1. Here are the 
fidgety four:

Including all 1-A opponents so far, 
Iowa's full-season schedule has a per- 
centage of .615 so far 15th highest 
in the country, while Penn Slate's 
schedule is at .508, Bowling Green's at 
.460 and Air Force's at .45 1 . 
Two have only a tie 

Two I-A teams have only a tie 
marring their records Florida and 
Fresno State, both 5-0-1. Florida's 
schedule so far rates at .661 — sixth 
highest — and its future schedule at 
.707 — second to Ohio State's .714, 
while Fresno State's past foes are .320 
and its future opponents arc .385. 
Florida leads nation 

Not surprisingly, Florida's full-sea- 
son schedule leads the country at 
.684. Others in the top 10 are, in 
order, Notre Dame .682, Ohio State 
.669, Alabama .661, Illinois and Rice 
both .6604, Minnesota .660, Auburn 
.655, Oklahoma .642, and Michigan 
.630. 

Looking at games played through 
October 19, Tennessee has played the 
strongest schedule at .771 - its foes 
have won 1 8, lost live, tied one vs. I-A 
teams when not playing Tennessee. 
Next come Oklahoma .750, Notre 
Dame and Rice both .708, Navy .684, 
Alabama and Florida both .661, Au- 
burn .654, Wyoming .650, and Boston 
College .638. 

If you consider future schedules 
only, from October 26 on, Ohio State 
leads at .714, then Florida .707, Flor- 
ida State .6904, Illinois and Minnesota 
both .6897, Utah State .688, Notre 
Dame .6613, Alabama .6607, Missis- 
sippi State .659, and Auburn and 
Purdue, tied for 1 0th at .655. 
Three perfects in I-AA 

There are three perfect record 
teams in Division 1-AA — Grambling 
State, Middle Tennessee and Rich- 
mond. Eddie Robinson's Grambling 
team, after handing Mississippi Valley 
State its first loss October 19 (and 
giving Robinson his 326th career vic- 
tory, equalling the pro leader, George 
Halas of the Chicago Bears), has 
played the toughest schedule in this 
group at .591. Here is the list:

For all opponents (past and fu- 
ture), the leader is South Carolina 
State at .643, followed by Boston 
University at .607, Lehigh .604, Flor- 
ida A&M .600, Northeastern .592, 
Massachusetts .585, Western Illinois 
.5694, Holy Cross .5690, Alabama 
State .548 and East Tennessee State 
.545. 

A record field goal day 

Yes, indeed, October 19 was a big 
day in field goal history, with 132

already have won more games than 
all of last season. The others are 4-2 
Indiana, 2-5 Utah State, 3^t Califor 
nia, 4-4 Cincinnati, 3 3 Iowa State, 4 
2 1 Pittsburgh, 5-1 Minnesota, 5-2 
Southern Mississippi, 5-2 Mississippi 
State and 6 1 Baylor. Indiana and 
Colorado both have four victories 
more than in all of last season; Rice 
and Cincinnati have two each. 

Two more teams with winning rec 
ords — 4-3 Pacific and 5 2 Kansas 
have equaled last season's victory 
total.

7 in one game with distances of 32, 22, 
43, 44, 29, 43 and 43 yards. Mike 
Prindle of Western Michigan was 7- 
for-9 in his record day against Mar- 
shall in 1984. 

Klein, by the way, had kicked only 
six field goals in his entire career 
before his big game against Missouri. 
He was the difference in a 28-20 
victory. Iowa's Bob Houghtlin had all 
of his team's points in a big 12-10 
victory over Michigan, and Texas' 
Jeff Ward did all the scoring in his 
team's 15-13 upset over Arkansas. 
But despite the record day, the nation's 
kickers are behind last year's record 
average of 2.30 per game, with a 
current figure of 2.25 per game. 
Downtrodden rise up 

Mark down October 19 as a big, 
big day in the life of downtrodden 
football teams. The seven losingest 
teams of the last five years were 
unbeaten on that day. 

Eastern Michigan, Oregon State, 
Northwestern, Rice, Colorado and 
Kent State all won (UTEP did not 
play) for a 6-0 record. Perhaps the 
biggest victory was Oregon State's 
21-20 upset of Washington, although 
Northwestern 's victory over Wiscon- 
sin was close. 

What's more, Colorado now is 5-1 
for the season (vs. 1-10 a year ago) 
despite losing its wishbone quarter- 
back early in a 40-6 romp over Iowa 
State. Eastern Michigan is 3-3, North- 
western 3-3 and Rice is 3-3, after 
winning two straight Southwest Ath- 
letic Conference games. Kent State is 
3-3 and Oregon State 3-4. Only UTEP 
is winless in this group.

(Jim Mul- 
doon, Pactfic-IO Conference SID) 

Cal State Fullerton coach Gene 
Murphy on the size of the Utah State 
team (its offensive line averages 278 
pounds): "They are so big, we might 
get a delay of game penalty if we have 
to walk around them on the way back 
to the huddle." 

Murphy's defensive tackle, Ron 
McClean, out for the season with a 
knee injury: "Be sure to tell those 
ESPN guys why I'm not in there. All 
my friends in Santa Maria signed up 
for the cable just to see me on TV."

Grambling State is going for its 26th 
straight, all under Robinson; Ne- 
braska has the longest current streak 
in Division I-A and is going for its 
24th straight winning season, all under 
Bob Devaney and Tom Osborne, 
while Penn State leads all of college 
football in consecutive nonlosing 
500-up — seasons at 46 and now is 
assured 47 in a row, with its last losing 
year being 1938.) 

Iowa quarterback Chuck Long 
passed up a lucrative pro contract to 
return to Iowa for a fifth year, hoping 
to lead the team to the Rose Bowl, 
and right now the team is 6-0 and top- 
ranked nationally. Long would not 
know what it is like to play without 
his biggest fan watching. His brother 
Andy is Hand was born with cerebral 
palsy.

Several teams could challenge Monarchs for title

Rebounding. 

"To leap or spring, as in recovery" 
is one way to define the term, accord- 
ing to Webster. Another may be like 
the way Old Dominion sprung senior 
Tracy Claxton on Georgia in the 1985 
Division I women's basketball cham- 
pionship game. 

Claxton seemed to draw caroms 
like a magnet, and the Lady Monarchs 
won the title primarily on rebounding 
strength. The word most likely has 
been on coach Marianne Stanley's 
mind since that early spring Sunday 
in Dallas. 

With Claxton and teammate for- 
ward Medina Dixon lost to gradua- 
tion, Stanley must find a way to 
rebound from the losses to defend the 
national championship. 

The challengers will be many: Geor- 
gia again. Northeast Louisiana, Lou- 
isiana Tech, Southern California, to 
name a few. And there is a world of 
great players returning, led by Trojan 
Cheryl Miller, Old Dominion's Marie 
Christian and Georgeann Wells of 
West Virginia, the first woman to 
dunk a basketball in a game. 

Twenty-victory seasons also will be 
prevalent again this season; more 
than 40 teams won at least 20 games a 
year ago, and many of those programs 
appear strong again. Conference races 
will be down-to-the-wire affairs in all 
parts of the country. 

The following conference cham- 
pions will receive automatic berths 
into the Division I championship 
tournament field: Atlantic Coast Con 
ference, Atlantic 10 Conference, Big 
East Conference, Big Eight Confer- 
ence, Big Ten Conference, Gateway 
Collegiate Athletic Conference, High 
Country Athletic Conference, Metro- 
politan Atlantic Athletic Conference, 
Metropolitan Collegiate Athletic Con- 
ference, Mid- American Athletic Con- 
ference, Mountain West Athletic Con- 
ference, Northern Pacific Athletic 
Conference, Ohio Valley Conference, 
Pacific Coast Athletic Association, 
Southeastern Conference, Southland 
Conference, Southwest Athletic Con- 
ference and Sun Belt Conference. 

The 1986 women's final four is set 
for the University of Kentucky. Re- 
gional finals will be played at the 
University of Pennsylvania; University 
of Iowa; University of Texas, Austin, 



and California State University, Long 
Beach.

Women playing under own rules 



Women's college basketball has a 
new set of rules; the game will not 
change much, however, even though 
the rules book has. 

The NCAA Women's Basketball 
Rules Committee has published the 
Association's first set of playing rules 
for the game. 

How will NCAA rules change the 
women's , game? Several alterations 
have been noted by the committee, 
including: 

• Offensive fouls will be called 
only on a player in control of the ball 
while holding, dribbling or shooting 
(the latter prior to release of the ball). 
Team control fouls no longer are 
offensive fouls 

• Filling the bottom-lane space on 
each side of the lane by opponents of 
the free-throw shooter now is manda- 
tory. 

• The dribble rule has been ex- 
panded to allow for recovery of a 
fumble at the end of adrjbble without 
penalty. 

• "Delayed-whistle" calls in jump- 
ball situations have been eliminated. 
Officials now will call violations as 
they occur, no longer waiting to see if 



an advantage is gained. 

• A vertical plane and correspond- 
ing restrictions have been added dur- 
ing inbounding plays. 

• When three or more substitutes 
enter a game simultaneously, team 
captains may request the official to 
allow a "line-up" to permit a team to 
identify its opponents. 

• Uniforms (including warm-ups) 
purchased after November 7, 1983, 
may bear only a single manufacturer's 
or distributor's label or trademark 
not to exceed 1 '/2 inches square in 
size. All other items of apparel (e.g., 
socks, head bands, wrist bands, T- 
shirts, etc.) may not include any visible 
commercial identification. 

Like their men's counterparts, 
members of the women's rules com- 
mittee will meet annually to review 
and make adjustments to the rules, 
and the committee also has the ability 
10 permit experimentation within the 
rules. 

This season, for example, experi- 
mentation has been authorized in- 
volving use of the 28-foot coaches' 
box that was implemented for men's 
basketball last year. 



The committee's chair is J. Elaine 
Hieber, a Division I representative 
from Iowa Slate University. Secretary- 
rules editor is Marcy Weston of Cen- 
tral Michigan University, also a Divi- 
sion 1 representative. 

Other committee members are: Di- 
vision I — Sharon Chatman, San lose 
State University: Sue Gunter, Louisi- 
ana State University; Linda K. Sharp, 
University of Southern California, 
and Barbara A Stevens, University 
of Massachusetts, Amherst.

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Broncos, Jennies still have a lot of kick left in Division II 



Cal Poly-Pomona and Central Mis- 
souri State have dominated Division 
II women's basketball since the 
NCAA began sponsoring the Division 
II championship tournament four 
years ago. 

As a new season begins, a similar 
story probably will be played out. 
Both teams have experienced major 
losses, however; the Jennies even lost 
head coach Jorja Hoehn to the Divi- 
sion I program at Indiana. 

Both schools have ranked other 
programs ahead of themselves in pre- 
season information supplied to The 
NCAA News. Both also know how to 
win, apparently without regard to 
mitigating circumstances. 

The Broncos, for example, under 
head coach Darlene May, have won 
two of the four Division II tourna- 
ments, including last season when 
they beat Central Missouri State. 

Although only two starters return 
from that 26-7 championship team, 
senior Vickie Mitchell has to be con- 
sidered the early choice as Division II 
player of the year. She was all-confer- 
ence, all-America and the most out 
standing player of the Division II 
final four.

Don't be surprised if Scranton and 
New Rochelle play for the 1986 Divi- 
sion III championship; be surprised if 
they don't. 

As the Division III season gets 
underway, these two teams, finalists 
in last year's tournament, would seem 
to be as strong as anyone else in the 
nation and certainly capable of match- 
ing last year's accomplishments. Of 
the two, Scranton probably lost more; 
however, coach Mike Strong should 
be able to make up for the departures.

Top-level panel to report on status of elementary schools 



Secretary of Education William J. 
Bennett has announced that a 21- 
member panel will make a report to 
the nation next summer on the status 
of elementary schools. Bennett will 
chair the panel. 

Bennett's predecessor, T. H. Bell, 
organized a similar committee during 
President Reagan's first term that 
resulted in a report (A Nation at 
Risk) that launched a widespread 
movement lor education reform in 
the nation's high schools. 

In addition, Bennett said he was 
beginning an elementary school pro- 
gram to recognize "exemplary" 
schools. 

He said it was fitting for the "excel- 
lence movement" to concern itself 
initially with high schools. Now, he 
said, we must begin to locus on ele- 
mentary schools. 

Enrollment in elementary schools 
is expected to rise by almost four 
million by 1992, and the schools will 
have to hire thousands of new teachers 
in the next few years. 

"What is more," Bennett said, "the 
performance of elementary school 
children is not improving as it should." 

Numbers increase 

A record 342,1 13 foreign students 
were enrolled in U.S. colleges and 
universities last year, according to the 
Institute of International Education. 

Engineering continued to be the 
leading field of study, followed by 
business and management, mathe- 
matics and computer sciences, and 
physical and life sciences. 

It was the second year in a row that 
growth was less than one percent. In 
the 1970s, the foreign-student popu- 
lation grew at 10 percent or more 
each year. 

California attracted the most for- 
eign students, 47,318; New York was 
second with 31,064, and Texas was 
third with 29,429. Institutions with 
the highest number of foreign students 
were Miami-Dade Community Col- 
lege (4,316); University of Southern 
California (3,761); University of 
Texas, Austin (3,286); University of 
Wisconsin, Madison (2,901); Colum- 
bia University (2,773), and Ohio State 
University (2,606).

Karnes says he

Retiring Drake University athletics 
director Robert D. Karnes says a 
fitting going-away present would be 
to see the school's football program 
maintained at Division I-AA. 

"That really would be a great pre- 
sent," he said October 1 6 in a telephone 
interview with the Associated Press. 
A blue-ribbon committee at Drake 
has recommended the football pro-

Ferrari is expected to make his 
recommendation to the school's exec- 
utive committee following the Bull- 
dogs' last game of the season, Karnes 
said.

The average SAT score for the class 
of 1985 jumped five points in verbal 
to 43 1 and four points in mathematics 
to 475, the largest gain in scores when 
combined since the peak year of 1963,

when scores began a 17-year decline. 

The combined total of 906 (possible 
1,600) puts the SAT average back 
where it was a decade ago. 

The average ACT score achieved 
by nearly one million seniors rose by 
one tenth of a point, to 18.6, on a 
scale of 1 to 36, a gain less significant 
than the one registered on the SAT, 
education officials said. 

Secretary of Education William J. 
Bennett said, "We begin to see here 
the impact of the reform movement 



of the past several years. Now we 
cannot get complacent. SAT scores 
and other gauges of academic per- 
formance have still not recovered to 
the levels they were at before the 
decline began." 

The average SAT score still is far 
below the peak of 980 in 1963, the 
first year the College Board recorded 
the scores nationally. 

The College Board also reported 
that scores this year rose despite an 
increase of 1 2,600 students taking the 
test, and scores improved in all major 
groups of test-takers. Gains in the last 
few years had been concentrated 
mostly among girls. All minority 
groups also showed increases. 

Teachers unhappy 

A new poll has revealed that more 
than 25 percent of the country's school 
teachers say they likely will quit their 
jobs within the next five years because 
of low pay and a belief that their 
views are not being sought in shaping 
the education reforms being imple- 



mented. 

About two-thirds of the teachers 
polled say their views have not been 
sought or reflected in the reforms 
being put in place across much of the 
country. 

The poll was conducted by Louis 
Harris & Associates. 

The results add weight to recent 
Federal studies that predict the nation 
will have 34 percent fewer teachers 
than it needs in 1992. 

"Despite all the reports and studies 
that have been issued over the past 
few years, very little has been done to 
make teaching the type of profession 
that will attract bright, creative and, 
yes, ambitious men and women," said 
John J. Creedon, president of Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, 
which sponsored the poll. 

"Teachers are telling the American 
public that education is headed for 
deep trouble unless teaching is treated 
as a true profession," said Mary Hat- 
wood Futrell, president of the Na- 
tional Education Association.

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Basketball contact period — fall basketball 

Division 1 and Division II member institutions arc reminded that under the 
provisions of NCAA Bylaw l-2-(a)-(5), off-campus, in-pcrson contacts with 
prospective student-athletes shall be permissible in the sport of basketball only 
duringthe period between September I and October lOandthc period between 
March I (or the date of completion of the prospective student-athlete's final 
high school or junior college contest, if it occurs thereafter) and May 15, except 
for the period surrounding the Division I men's and women's basketball 
national championship games as set forth in Bylaw l-2-(a)-(6). 

Please note that in those states that have interscholastic or junior college 
basketball contests in the fall only, it would not be permissible for a Division 
I or Division II institution to contact a prospective student-athlete in person 
until March I, which would be considered the first date subsequent to the 
prospect's final high school or junior college contest under these circumstances. 

National and institutional letters-of-intent 

Under the provisions of Bylaw l-2-(a)-( I )-(iii), no Division I or Division II 
member institution may participate in an institutional or conference athletics 
letter-of-intent program that involves a signing date in the sport of football or 
basketball that precedes the initial signing date for that sport in the National 
Letter of Intent program. I his regulation precludes a member institution from 
obtaining a prospective student-athlete's signature on any institutional letter- 
of-intent form or athletically related grant-in-aid statement in the sport of 
football or basketball prior to the initial signing date for that sport in the 
National l etter of Intent program. 

The signing periods in the National Letter of Intent program for men's and 
women's basketball are November 13 November 20, 1985, and April 9 - May 
15, 1986. The signing period for football is February 1 2- May I, 1986, with an 
early signing period of December II, 1985 January 15, 1986, for midyear 
junior college transfers. It should be noted that if a prospective student-athlete 
has not signed during the early signing period, a member institution could not 
obtain the prospective student-athlete's signature on any institutional letter-of- 
intent or athletically related grant-in-aid statement prior to the next signing 
date for that sport (i.e., football — February 12, 1986; basketball — April 9, 
1986). 

Under this interpretation, a member institution may indicate in writing to 
the prospect that an athletically related grant-in-aid will be offered to him or 
her by the institution; however, the prospect may not sign a form indicating his 
or her acceptance of such an award prior to the applicable signing periods. 

Media days 

Member institutions are reminded that under the provisions of Constitution 
3-l-(h)-(l), it is permissible for member institutions to pay expenses for their 
student-athletes to attend conference-sponsored media days and regularly 
established local or regional media functions. It should be noted that this 
interpretation does not allow member institutions to pay the expenses incurred 
by their student-athletes to attend special or single-game promotional media 
events.

requests 

At its recent meeting, the NCAA Council approved a new policy restricting 
the number of individuals from member institutions and conferences who can 
request interpretations from the Association's legislative services department. 
This new policy is set forth on page one of this issue of The NCAA News and 
was approved by the Council to encourage institutional control and achieve 
more efficient handling of requests for interpretations of NCAA legislation.

Presidents Commission in that regard. 
An action of the Division III Steering 
Committee to sponsor the legislation 
was rescinded by the full Council. 

• The Council did not favor a 
Presidents Commission proposal to 
amend Bylaw 5-l-(j)-(2) to permit a 
nonqualifier under the provisions of 
Bylaw 5-l-(j) to receive athletic aid 
during the freshman year and to 
retain all four years of eligibility after 
that year. The proposal would elimin- 
ate the current requirement of a 2.000 
overall high school grade-point aver- 
age for such an individual, and Pres- 
ident Davis was authorized to inform 
the Commission of the weaknesses in 
the proposal. 

Legislation sponsored 

Among the proposals the Council 
voted to sponsor are the following; 

• An amendment to establish a 
drug-testing program for NCAA 
championships and postseason foot- 
ball contests. The legislation would 
include a list of banned drugs and 
authorization of penalties for institu- 
tions' staff members who know of the 
use of banned drugs by student-ath- 
letes and who fail to follow institu- 
tional procedures regarding drug 
abuse. Use of a banned drug by a 
student-athlete would result in his or 
her loss of eligibility for postseason 
competition. 

• A resolution setting forth the 
Council's concerns regarding gam- 
bling in intercollegiate athletics and 
urging Federal legislation in that re- 
gard. The actual resolution will be 
developed before November I by the 
Administrative Committee. 

• A resolution authorizing the Com- 
mittee on Infractions during the next 
year to study current enforcement 
procedures and to implement policy 
changes, on an experimental basis, 
that appear necessary to process in- 
fractions cases under the new penalty 
structure. Any changes that appear 
desirable after that year of experi- 
mentation would be proposed as leg- 
islation at the 1987 Convention. 

• Several different proposals in- 
tended to assist in controlling the 
Association's legal costs, essentially 
as presented in the September 30 issue 
of the News. One of those proposals 
would authorize the Council (or a 
subcommittee) -to hold a member 
institution accountable lor 50 percent 
of the legal costs incurred by the 
Association in a suit initiated by the 
member institution's staff member or 
a student-athlete if the institution did 
not exhaust the internal procedures 
ol the Association in the case or did 
not cooperate with the Association in 
defending against the suit. 

• The proposal to move the Asso- 
ciation's limitation on the amount of 
a grant-in-aid from the constitution 
to the bylaws, retaining a ceiling in 
the constitution. The Council thus 
alfirmed its vote in August to sponsor 
the proposal, which the Presidents 
Commission agreed early in October 
to cosponsor. In a related action, the 
Council decided not to propose an 
amendment to exempt the lull amount 
of a Pell Grant trom the aid limitation, 
rather than the current $900 exemp- 
tion. 

• Proposals to provide that indoor 
and outdoor track and field must be 
treated as one sport for NCAA pur- 
poses. Included was affirmation of 
the proposal to eliminate the Divisions 
1 and 111 Men's and Women's Indoor 
Trek Championships, but effective 
August 1, 1986, instead of 1987 as

and outdoor track as separate sports 
in determining the number of seasons 
of competition in which a student- 
athlete has competed, effective August 
1, 1986. 

• Recruiting restrictions to permit 
each Division I-A and Division I-AA 
institution to visit a football prospect's 
educational institution not more than 
once each week during the contact 
period in that sport, and to prohibit 
Division I institutions in any sport 
from providing official visits for, or 
making in-person recruiting contacts 
with, a 2.000 nonqualifier in the first 
year of junior college enrollment. 

Other actions 



by the Council, it was decided that: 

• There will be no women's round 
table scheduled at the 1986 NCAA 
Convention inasmuch as the four- 
year "transition" period in the gover- 
nance plan adopted at the 1981 Con- 
vention has ended and such a meeting 
appears unnecessary.

American University given 
public reprimand by NCAA 



American University has been pub- 
licly reprimanded and censured by 
the NCAA's Committee on Infractions 
for a violation of NCAA legislation 
governing out-of-season practice in 
men's basketball. 

The penalty imposed by the NCAA 
also will require the university to 
postpone the beginning of organized 
preseason practice in men's basketball 
from October 15 to October 22, 1985. 
No other sanctions were imposed, 
and the university remains eligible for 
television appearances and postseason 
competition. 

The violation found in this case 
occurred in September and October 
1984 when members of the university's 
men's basketball coaching staff ob- 
served and participated in several 
basketball workouts that involved 
basketball team members. In announc- 
ing the NCAA penalty, Frank J. 
Remington, infractions committee 



chair, stated that "the committee be- 
lieved that its penalty in this case was 
appropriate to emphasize that bas- 
ketball coaches arc not permitted to 
participate in or observe basketball 
team workouts prior to October 15." 

The following is a statement of the 
penalty imposed in the case and the 
violation that was found by the com- 
mittee. 

Penally to be imposed upon institution 

1. American University shall be publicly 
reprimanded and censured, and admonished 
to avoid a recurrence of a similar violation in 
the future. 

2. The university's men's basketball team 
shall he precluded fn>m beginning practice in 
the sport of men's basketball for the 1985-86 
season until October 22, 1985. 

Summary of the violation or NCAA legislation 

I. NCAA Bylaw 3-I-(a)-(l) [out-of-season 
practice] - On numerous occasions during 
September and October 1984. members of the 
men's basketball coaching staff participated in 
and observed basketball workouts that involved 
basketball team members. 
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Answers to frequently asked questions about Fugazy travel 



The following is a series of answers 
to ihe most commonly asked questions 
regarding Fugazy International Travel, 
Int., which provides travel service for 
the NCAA and its member institu- 
tions. 

Q. If 1 know it is very likely that 
our athletes will qualify for cham- 
pionships competition, when is the 
earliest I may contact the travel serv- 
ice? 

A. Technically, reservations can be 
entered into the computer 330 days 
before departure. Farly reservations 
are accepted and encouraged; how- 
ever, ticketing may not occur until 
closer to the event. 

Q- If I make my reservation early 
for a championship, whencan 1 expect 
my ticket? 

A. Tickets paid by the NCAA are 
mailed no earlier than two weeks 
before departure. If reservations are 
made within two weeks of the event, 
the tickets will be sent through Federal 
Express to ensure prompt arrival. 
Tickets paid by institutions will be 
mailed as soon as payment is received, 
either by check, credit card or pur- 
chase-order number. 

Q- Why don't I receive my ticket 
earlier? 

A. Tickets are not issued far in 
advance for the following reasons: 

a. Financial: T ickets have to be 
paid for when issued. 

b Possible changes can occur, either 
by the passenger or the airlines. 

c. Security reasons: minimize the 
chance of losing a ticket. 

d. Qualifying number may change, 
c. Destinations and dates often are 

changed. 

Q. Our band and cheerleaders will 
be accompanying the team. Can we 
consolidate reservations through the 
travel service at one time? 

A. Yes, you may. All additional 
travelers will bcnclit from the special 
fares obtained for the participants. 

Q. Since American Airlines is the 
official airline for NCAA champion- 
ships, do I have to fly on American? 

A. No, your travel arrangements 
will not be affected. 

Q- When a team is selected on 
Sunday to an NCAA championship, 
when should we call for reservations? 

A. Immediately. The travel service 
is open 24 hours a day, seven days a 

No irregularities 
found in probe 

An internal investigation into the 
Texas Christian University basketball 
program has failed to confirm any 
"substantive" violations. Chancellor 
William F. Tucker said. 

The probe began about three weeks 
ago after the discovery that several 
football players had received cash 
payments from boosters. 

"We are not on a witch hunt, but we 
are interested in making certain that 
all of our intercollegiate athletics 
programs reflect the university at its 
best," Tucker told the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram. 

"At this point, we have not found 

anything If we find substance to 

any rumor involving any improprie- 
ties in any program, we will do exactly 
as we did before," he said, referring to 
coach Jim Wacker's dismissal of sev- 
eral football players. 

The Star-Telegram said the major 
rumors concern a sports car driven by 
one basketball player and money that 
another player was alleged to have 
received for signing with the Horned 
Frogs 

Basketball coach Jim Killingsworth 
discounted the rumors. 

"There is nothing suspicious going 
on at all, as far as I'm concerned. If 
there is anything going on (in connec- 
tion with the program), I would be 
totally in shock," Killingsworth said. 

Tucker could not say when the 
investigation might end but said he 
hoped to bring it to a conclusion as 
quickly as possible.

Q- While I am at the championship 
or meeting, I have to change my 
return. How do 1 get a new ticket and 
what do I do with the original ticket? 

A. Just call the travel service, which 
is open 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week The agent will make the changes 
and authorize tickets to be picked up 
at the airline ticket counter, if neces- 
sary. All unused tickets must be re- 
turned immediately to Fugazy. 

Q. Our local agency quoted a 
lower fare than Fugazy. What should 
I do about it? 

A. Call the travel service immedi- 
ately so that they can investigate the 
difference. Deregulation has allowed 
airlines to experiment freely with 
fares; therefore, the fare can be af- 
fected by reservation date, ticketing 
date, minimum and maximum stay, 
and numerous other reasons. The 
Fugazy travel service guarantees the 
lowest applicable, available fare or 



the agency pays the difference. 

Q- Can the travel service arrange 
charter flights? 

A. Yes, these arrangements are 
made in the same method as that used 
for individual tickets so long as the 
charter meets the financial guidelines 
of the NCAA. Because it is more 
difficult to arrange a charter, there 
sometimes is a delay of a day or two 
in confirming the arrangements. The 
travel service, however, will complete 
the charter arrangements as soon as 
possible. Fugazy is bonded for public 
charters for $200,000. 

Q. What if I combine NCAA 
business and personal travel on the 
same trip? 

A. The travel service still can make 
all arrangements for you I he Associ- 
ation will be billed lor its portion of 
the trip, and you will receive a separate 
bill for the personal part. 

Q. Can the NCAA travel service 
arrange ground transportation and 
lodging? 



A. Yes, the travel service can pro- 
vide these special services to NCAA 
member institutions. Beginning in 
1985 X6, arrangements for car rentals 
for which the NCAA will reimburse 
the cost must be made through the 
travel service. 

Q- What if circumstances arise 
that make it necessary to change a 
ticket or obtain a new ticket during a 
trip, with the additional ticket being 
paid for by the coach or participant? 

A. Return the unused ticket to 
Fuga/y with a letter explaining the 
situation and a copy of the new ticket 
confirming the actual cost. This in- 
formation will be verified, and the 
national office will be advised. Pay- 
ment will be sent directly from the 
Fugazy travel service to the institution 
within two to six weeks. 

Q. How can 1 become acquainted 
with the NCAA travel policies? 

A. The NCAA Travel Handbook, 
which outlines these policies, is pub- 
lished each year and distributed to all 



athletics directors, committee mem- 
bers, faculty representatives and pri- 
mary women administrators of ath- 
letics programs. Additional copies 
also are provided each institution for 
its coaches and administrative staff. In 
addition, each championships hand- 
book has information in it pertaining 
to these policies. 

Q. How can I obtain an exception 
from the NCAA travel policies? 

A. You should contact Richard D. 
Hunter, NCAA director of finance, at 
the NCAA national office. All excep- 
tion requests arc considered on a 
case-by-case basis. 

Q- To whom should 1 talk if I have 
questions regarding the operation of 
the travel service? 

A. If you have questions about 
arrangements, you should call Karen 
LaRose, Ken Luciani or Topper I.uci- 
ani at Fugazy International Travel. If 
you have other kinds of questions, 
you should call Hunter at the NCAA 
national office.

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ESPN to carry 144 basketball games, mostly in prime time 

Appeal is filed 



ESPN will telecast 144 college bas- 
ketball games this season, including 
28 NCAA tournament games, with 
more than 80 percent of them shown 
during prime time, the cable network 
has announced. 

The network said at least 1 1 1 of the 
1 16 regular-season and tournament 
conference games will be shown live — 
an increase in live contests from 63 
percent last season to 95 percent. 
Only 54 percent of the games were 
presented in prime time last season 
when ESPN telecast 159 games. 

The first game to be telecast will be 
UCLA at North Carolina Sunday, 
November 24. 

The schedule includes at least 20 
games from the NCAA Division 1 
Men's Basketball Championship, semi 
final and final coverage of the Divi 
sion 1 women's championship, and 
the championship games from the 
Division 11 men's and women's cham- 
pionships. 

Six conferences will be featured on 
a regular basis Atlantic Coast (28 
games). Big East (25), Metro (10), 
Pac- 1 0 ( 1 0), Sun Belt ( 1 0) and South- 
eastern (8). 

North Carolina and Maryland each 
will have nine appearances. There 
will be six appearances each for St. 
John's (New York) and Georgia lech. 

There will be double-header tele- 
casts four nights a week during the 
season. 

Bouncing back 

Basketball sounds that hadn't 
echoed for years in gyms at the Uni- 
versity of Miami (Florida) and the 
University of San Francisco vibrated 
again with the official start of drills 
October 15. 

The San Francisco Dons, winners 
of back-to back national champion- 
ships and 60 consecutive games 30 
years ago, returned to the hardwood 
for the first time since the Rev. John 
Lo Schiavo, university president, an- 
nounced the end of the program three 
years ago. 

A basketball tradition that pro- 
duced Bill Russell and K.C. Jones, 14 
NCAA play-off berths and 42 winning 
seasons crumbled in the wake of 
recruiting violations and alumni pay- 
ments to players. 

Eleven years earlier, a lack of inter- 
est forced the Hurricanes out of the 
gym as the team collected more red 
ink than fans. Fewer than 1,000 per 
game showed up for their games 
during the 1970 71 season. 

But optimism abounds as Miami 
coach Bill Foster and his counterpart 
at San Francisco, Jim Brovelli, go 
about rebuilding from the ground up. 

"It was a good first practice . . . after 
a long, long wait," Foster told the 
Associated Press. "I didn't get much 
sleep last night, and 1 guess that's a 
little surprising when you've been in 
this game as long as I have. But after 
talking to some of these players today, 
I found out that they were a little 
nervous last night, too." 

Foster, who compiled winning rec- 
ords in 18 of his 19 seasons at three 
schools, most recently Clemson Uni- 
versity, drilled a group of nine fresh- 
men, two transfers and four walk-ons 
through nearly three hours of practice. 

"Our goal this year is to be success- 
ful, and 1 can assure you we're going 
to be successful," he said. "To me, this 
team will be a success if it works as 
hard as it can. And they will work as 
hard as they can and they'll work 
together. Attitude and team is what 
it's all about." 

Brovelli had 13 players at his first 
practice five freshmen, six junior

He and another student allegedly 
harassed two other students and 
briefly abducted one of them in a 
search for a student who according to 
Kelley had stolen items from his dor- 
mitory room. 

Additionally, the school has 
charged Kelley with keeping a pistol 
and several knives in his dorm room .
